Is To Close Friday 


The Court House Candy Co. 
of this city will cease operations 
Friday and 
a big share of its 
equipm ent will be transferred to 
the m ain factory of the Leaf 
Brands, Inc. in Chicago. 
This was announced today by 
Sam Shankman, executive vice 
president in charge, in a long 
distance telephone call from Chi­ 
cago Tuesday morning. 
Some 60 employees will be af­ 
fected by the closing of the fac­ 
tory here. There was no immedi­ 
ate possibility that another in­ 
dustry might occupy the four- 
story building occupied by the 
candy company on South Main 
Street. 
Shankman said the equipment 
will either be sold or shipped to 
the Chicago plant.

He explained that the factory 
here was being shut down be­ 
cause “operations here were not 
profitable during the past year.” 
“Increased freight rates made 
ft difficult for the concern to 
service customers. We found it 
necessary 
to combine 
various 
products so that we could ship 
them together,” Shankman said.

They will 
continue with the production of 
stick candy until Friday, when 
equipment will stop running. 
After Friday, about IO super­ 
visory and maintenance person­ 
nel will remain on the job, help­ 
ing wind 6p affairs and assisting 
in getting the equipment shipped 
out or otherwise disposed of be­ 
fore March I. 
The building which housed the 
candy factory was leased from the 
Midland Grocery Co.

W hat will happen to the 65 
employes of the candy factory 
remained conjectural Tuesday. It 
is understood that the Chamber 
of Commerce is negotiating to 
get a new industry to come to 
this city. There have been no 
promises in this regard, however.

Parents Are Jailed 
After Son, 14, Left 
To Run Farm Alone 


BUTLER, 
Pa., Feb. 
7 —(ZP)— 
District Attorney Clyde Shumaker 
said a 14-year-old boy was left 
alone to care for a 75-acre farm 
when his parents moved to town to 
take jobs in a bakery. 
The parents, Clayton and Su- 
anna Ames, were jailed yesterday 
after pleading innocent to charges 
of m istreatm ent of a minor child. 
Insisting the son, Clayton, Jr., is 
16 rather than 14, Ames said “We 
haven’t done anything.” 
Shum aker said his investigation 
disclosed this story: 
The parents moved to a rented 
apartm ent near a bakery where 
they obtained jobs, taking with 
them two daughters, aged three 
and 12. Clayton, Jr., was left alone 
on the farm except for weekends 
when the rest of his family rejoin­ 
ed him. 
For the last eight months, the 
boy washed very 
rarely, never 
cleaned the farmhouse, 
and ate 
little, sometimes 
taking ketchup 
sandwiches to school. 
School teachers said they once 
gave the youth a bath and added 
that he had not Dad a haircut 
since his parents left. 
The 
boy and his sisters 
were 
placed in custody of probation of­ 
ficers. 
Mrs. Ames, protesting her arrest, 
said: “I don’t know w hat I’m here 
for. Someone ought to call Presi­ 
dent Trum an and get him to help 
me. 
I haven’t committed 
any 
crime.” 


College Is Robbed 
By Four Gunmen 


BALTIMORE, 
Feb. 
7— (ZP) — 
Four gunmen staged a swift and 
apparently well-planned robbery 
at Morgan 
State 
College here, 
getting away with $16,000 in cash. 
Pistol^ in hands, they entered 
the college library on the run, 
held 16 persons at bay and then 
made off with the day’s receipts 
in registration fees. 
It took them just three minutes. 
The bandits, all young Negroes, 
appeared at the library just a few 
minutes after the last student, had 
pain his m id-term fees.

37 Ohio Strip Mines 
Reclaim 1018 Acres 
WOOSTER, Feb. 7 —(ZP)—Thir­ 
ty-seven Ohio strip mine opera­ 
tors have reclaimed 1018 acres of 
spoiled land, the Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment Station reported to­ 
day. 
Forestry Chairman O. D. Miller 
said 184 acres were planted to 
trees, 120 acres to grasses and le­ 
gumes and the remainder to m is­ 
cellaneous crops. 
The state is conducting a pro­ 
gram of reclaim ing spoil banks. 


Another Dividend in Prospect 


On Vet Insurance Next Year 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 —(ZP)— 
There’s another big dividend on 
World War II veterans’ life insur­ 
ance coming up next year. 
It won’t be nearly as large as 
the 
$2,800,000,000 
payment now 
being distributed, but it will run 
into millions. 
The Veterans Administration has 
informed Congress it plans to pay 
out about 65 percent of the new 
special dividend in the first six 
months of 1951, and the rest be­ 
fore the end of that year. 
Thereafter, said H. W. Breining, 
VA’s insurance adm inistrator, the 
National Service 
Life 
Insurance 
program probably will start pay­ 
ing dividends annually in the years 
when a surplus is available. 
“We have no idea of the amount 
that will be available for th** 1951 
dividend paym ent,” Breining told 
a reporter. 
The current $2,800,000,000 di­ 
vidend is from a surplus that de­ 
veloped during the first eight years 
of 
the 
program --from 
1940 
through the 1948 anniversary date 
of each of the 20,000,000 policies 
issued to 16,500,000 World War II 
veterans. 
The forthcoming special 
divi­ 
dend, Breining said, will 
cover 
three policy years, through the 
1951 anniversary date of each pol­ 
icy. 
> 
The current dividend is 
being 
paid on all policies that were in 


force three months or longer. 
Breining said the laoi payments 
probably will be made only on pol­ 
icies in force for a year or longer. 
It will, however, cover policies that 
lapsed during the three years as 
well as those still in force, he said. 
Overpayments to veterans 
un­ 
der laws adm inistered by VA will 
be deducted from those checks as 
they are from the current dividend, 
Breining said.

benefits. 
In the international field, they 
promised cooperation on foreign 
policy if they are consulted in 
advance on major decisions. 
They denounced “secret agree­ 
ments” at Yalta and 
Potsdam, 
demanded 
congressional 
checks 
on 
foreign 
commitments 
and 
pledged 
support 
for 
non-com­ 
munist countries “within the total 
limits which the American econ­ 
omy can afford.” 


Spying Also Issue 
With an eye on the Alger Hiss 
and Klaus Fuchs cases, the Re­ 
publicans deplored "the danger­ 
ous degree to which communists 
and their fellow travelers have 
been 
employed 
in 
important 
government posts and the fact 
that 
information 
vital 
to 
our 
security has been made available 
to alien agents and persons of 
questionable loyalty.” 
The policy declaration, approved 
by Republicans in the Senate and 
House and by members of the 
party’s national committee, bore 
down on the Trum an adminis­ 
tration’s “Fair Deal” with these 
words:

Hissong asked Attorney General 
Herbert S. Duffy if approval of 
movie can be recalled. 
“There have developed, since the 
issuance of a certificate of ap­ 
proval, certain facts and circum ­ 
stances 
in connection with 
the 
private lives of the principal ac­ 
tress and the director of the film ,” 
Dr. 
Hissong said in a letter 
to 
Duffy. 
Dr. Kissong said he plans to 


make a "test case” of the picture 
if Duffy approves a recall. 
He said he will base his rejec­ 
tion on a section of the law which 
gi/es the departm ent of education 
authority to recall and reject a 
film “when in the judgment of 
the departm ent, the public wel­ 
fare requires it.”

night passed a motion, six to one, 
asking a downtown theater not 
to show the film. 
Speaking of the film’s actress, 
Miss Bergman, Councilman Frank 
H. Kearns said: 
"The way she leads her private 
life is not to be jammed down the 
throats of the good citizens of Co­ 
lum bus.”

Company think hts idea is a good 
one. 
" It’s my personal opinion that if 
John L. and his lieutenants would 
go payless for one payday, they 
could 
buy us miner., a lot 
of 
bread," Bybarski declared. 
"They could take their pay and 
spend it on food and distribute it. 
They wouldn’t go hungry. And 
why couldn’t they sacrifice their 
pay for a few day? 
"We miners have had a lot of 
payless paydays since last June. 
But John L. and his lieutenants 
have continued to receive their 
pay." 
Bybarski has mined coal for 44 
years, ever since the age of ll. 
Asked if he thought the. miners 
would return to work in view of 
President Trum an’s 
invoking the 
Taft-H artley Act, he said: 
“Damn the Taft-H artley law. It 
has only angered the men more. 
Force never dug coal in my exper­ 
ience abd now the men won’t obey 
until they get a contract." 


M I N E R S D E F I A N T 
PITTSBURGH, Feb. 7— (ZP) 
Coal production plummeted today 
in the wake of the soft coal min­ 
ers’ nationwide strike. All signs 
point to rising unemployment in 
coal-using industries. 
About 372,800 bitter diggers are 
on strike in 14 states. They insist 
they won’t be “blackjacked” into 
heeding the Taft-H artley Act. The 
strikers can produce about 2,220,- 
000 tons of coal a day. 
Nearly 20,000 workers in steel 
mills and on railroads were laid off 
in past months because of 
the 
three-day work week ordered July 
1 by President John L. Lewis of 
the United Mine Workers. 
Now railroads say more thou­ 
sands of furloughs are in the cards. 
Duquesne Light Company, a big 
Pittsburgh utility, said it has only 
enough coal to insure 
electrical 
power to 2,000 plants for another 
week. 
Over the nation, less than two 
weeks’ coal reserves remain stored 
above ground. The coal industry 
said the supply is poorly distribut­ 
ed. 
Through the coal fields, the m in­ 
ers are out for a showdown in 
their struggle for a new contract 
and the five day week. 


Miners Defiant 
“The Taft-H artley law 
cannot 
dig 
coal,” 
declared 
Aphronia 
Brown, a committeeman of 
the 
Maxwell localflear Uniontown, Pa. 
“We won’t be blackjacked into the 
mines.” 
Word that President Trum an re­ 
luctantly had invoked the 
Taft- 
Hartley Act in the 10-month-old 
coal dispute had little effect on 
the em bittered miners. They have 
term ed this a show-down fight in 
their battle with the coal opera­ 
tors for more pay, and an increase 
in welfare fund payments. 
Pennsylvania miners 
appeared 
ready to defy the expected injunc­ 
tion. 
“Let ’em put us in jail,” declar­ 
ed a Uniontown, Pa., digger. 
“Now if the government puts 
us to work for Uncle Sam and 
gives us a contract, we’ll dig coal. 
But not under this Taft-H artley 
stuff." 


P R E S I D E N T C L A M P S D O W N 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 —(ZP)— 
President Trum an sent a three- 
man board after the facts in the 
soft coal dispute today, with or­ 
ders to clear the way by Monday 
for further action against John L. 
Lewis under the Taft-H artley Act. 
Once he is ared with the board’s 
report, Mr. Truman can direct At­ 
torney General McGrath to seek 
an 80-day injunction ordering the 
400,000 soft coal miners back to 
work.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7—(JF)— 
The government is putting out 
$80,000,000 a month to help peo­ 
ple buy homes. 
With the volume 
on the up­ 
grade— and the end not in sight— 
Congress is looking for a way to 
shift some of the burden back to 
private investors. 
Here’s what’s happening: 
Under 
certain conditions, 
the 
Federal 
Housing Administration 
(FH A ) and the Veterans Admini­ 
stration (V A ) insure*banks against 
taking ’a loss on loans w hich go 
into home purchases and con­ 
struction. 
The FH A figures that it is in­ 
suring loans running to $350,000,- 
000 a month. Of this, $200,000,000 
*a month, is to help people buying 
dwelling 
places. 
Veterans loans 
under the G I Bill run to $80,000,- 
000. 
Another 
government 
agency, 
the 
Federal 
National 
Mortgage 
Association (BJNMA) was created 
by Congress to buy FH A and VA 
insured 
mortgages from 
private 
investors, 
so that 
the investors 
would have more money to lend. 
Of the $2,500,000,000 with which 
it started out, FNM A has $800,- 
000,000 left, and private investors 
are turning in their FH A and vet­ 
eran insured mortgages at a rate 
which, FNM A says, hit $80,000,- 
000 in December. 
The FH A says it is working on 
a bill now, at the invitation of the 
Senate Banking Committee, which 
might ease the situation. 
“ The idea,” 
a spokesman 
ex­ 
plained, “ is to make available an 
additional half billion dollars or 
more, without having to appropri­ 
ate it out of current tax revenues. 
“ We are casting about for a 
plan that would encourage private 
investors to take over some of the 
mortgages the government now 
holds, and to encourage them to 
meet 
some of 
the demand 
for 
mortgages 
that otherwise would 
fall on the government.” 
Congress, he explained, seems 
reluctant 
to 
appropriate 
huge 
sums for the program, but feels 
the housing industry is too val­ 
uable a source 
of national pros­ 
perity to allow 
it to be cut back 
now. 
FN M A is a branch of the Recon­ 
struction 
Finance 
Corporation. 
There is quiet talk in Congress of 
transferring FNM A to some other 
agency, and putting a damper on 
other lending powers of the RFC. 
There 
are signs that this will 
cause a fight if it is attempted. 
A complicating factor if the bat­ 
tle in and out of Congress over 
$7,500,000 
of RFC loans to 
the 
Lustron Corp., a big prefabricated 
housing firm in Columbus, Ohio, 
The RFC says 
Lustron is in de­ 
fault of its debt, and is threatening 
to foreclose. 
Lustron loans have nothing to 
do with loans to individual home 
buyers. 
But mention the words “ housing” 
and “ loans” in the ‘same sentence 
in Congress, and you are pretty 
apt to stir up a fight over Lustron 
that may cause everybody to for­ 
get the issue before them.

Capacity Increased

the use of natural gas. 
Storing gas in exhausted wells 
is a recent development which 
greatly aids in building up a re­ 
serve supply where necessary, it 
is pointed out. 
The Ohio Feul Gas Co., which 
supplies gas to this community 
through The Dayton Power and 
Light Co., has underground stor­ 
age space in Ohio, for nearly 60,- 
000,000,000 cubic feet • of gas or 
about one-third of the averag- 
year’s consumption in the state 
Additional millions are to re­ 
ceive gas under proposed exten­ 
sion of the Texas Eastern Trans­ 
mission 
Corporation into

England.

Jet Refueling 
Plans Tested 


Two Systems Used 
For Mid-air Job 


BY JAMES J. STREBIG 
W ASHINGTON— (ZP) —The A ir 
Force has tests under w ay both in 
England and the U nited States {pr 
refueling je t fighters in flight. 
M id-air refueling, spectacularly 
dem onstrated by a L -50 bom ber’s 
non-stop trip around the w orld, 
has a high priority in A ir Force 
plans. It is expected to add a lot 
of range and versatility to the 
je t’s g reat speed. 
\ 
The tests some 6,000 m iles apart 
com pare tw o quite different sys­ 
tem s. One 
is a 
B ritish m ethod 
w hich m ay perm it a tan k er plane 
to fuel three fighters a t once. The 
o th er 
is an 
A m erican 
system 
w hich perm its fueling only one at 
a tim e. The R epublic F-84 th u n - 
d erjet, an A ir Force w orkhorse 
being used for tactical low level 
ground support fighting as well 
as high altitude com bat and escort 
m issions, is being used in both 
tests. N either test has reached the 
fuel tran sfer stage yet. 
The B ritish w ork is being done 
at 
P arrant-R ushton 
Royal 
A ir 
Force Base near London using a 
system developed by Flight R e­ 
fueling, Ltd. 
The system developed by Boeing 
A irplane Com pany is being tested 
a t Seattle, Wash. 


British System 
In the B ritish system the tan k er 
plane trails a hose w ith a tu n n el­ 
shaped tip called a D rogue. The 
fighter pilot m aneuvers his plane 
into position behind this, 
then 
ram s a nozzle or probe, extending 
from th e plane’s nose or wing, in ­ 
to the D rogue. The nozzle is held 
in position by a pressure catch u n ­ 
til fueling has been com pleted. The 
connection is broken by slow ing 
th e fighter. A full load can be 
tak en aboard in a, few m inutes. 
T he goal is one m inute. 
In th e ,B oeing system the tan k er 
has a boom extending from its 
tail. A controller in w h at is n o r­ 
m ally the tail g unner’s position 
guides this boom into a fueling 


t inlet on a forw ard section of the 
fighter. The fuel is passed rapidly 
under high pressure. 
Je t engines burn fuel very ra p ­ 
idly. U sually they stay up only 
two or three hours. H ow ever, the 
B ritish have kept a fighter in 
Hight nine hours by m id -air re- 
! fueling. 


Four Advantages 
M ilitary experts look for these 
advantages w hen jet planes are 
regularly supplied in flight: 
1. Jets m ay be able to escort 
long range bom bers like the B-36 
to th eir target. B -36-type tankers 
could go along to supply the fight­ 
ers. The N avy has used this p rin ­ 
ciple 
for years to 
enable fuel- 
hungry destroyers to escort b a t­ 
tleships and aircraft carriers. 
2. W eather w ill be all bu t elim i­ 
nated in planning jet operations. 
The jets w ill be able to fly over 
bases “socked in ” by clouds and 
take on fuel to reach the n ex t stop. 
Long ferrying flights, 
such as 
m oving a fighter group to Europe 
from the U nited State, can be done 
non-stop 
in six to eight 
hours. 
S hort range w eather forecasts can 
be used. 
3. Je ts can be refueled in flight 
during com bat sim ply by retiring 
a few m inutes’ behind th e battle 
area. It w ould cut the num ber of 
planes needed to provide arou n d - 
the-clock protection. 
4. J e t transports w ill be bene­ 
fited 
in the sam e w ay 
th at in ­ 
flight refueling is expected to help 
ferry fighters. U nder p resent con­ 
ditions, a je t plane required to 
refuel on the ground in a tra n s­ 
atlantic flight is unlikely to av ­ 
erage m uch better than a propel­ 
ler plane. 
T he B ritish have the sam e kind 
of lead on the U nited States in 
m id -air refueling th at they had 
in je t engine developm ent. They 
started 
sooner and 
have m uch 
m ore experience in both short 
range and long range tests. The 
B ritish ran a series of tran sa tla n ­ 
tic passenger plane in -flig h t re ­ 
fueling tests several years ago.

A ppointm ent of a landlord-ten- 
an t consultant to help tenants and 
sm all property ow ners is turning 
out to be a tw o-w ay benefit, A rea 
R ent D irector John B. B arton re­ 
ported yesterday. 
Eugen L. Sm ith has the local 
responsibility 
of assisting 
both 
tenants and landlords in solving 
th eir rental problem s. The W ash­ 
ington C. H. office is open every 
T hursday betw een the hours of 
9:30 A. M. and 3:30 P. M. 
“Sm ith 
not only helps 
office 
callers to understand their rights 
or obligations under ren t control, 
bu t also through his contacts w ith 
renters and ow ners he learns of 
w ays in w hich our service to the 
public can be im proved", the rent 
director pointed out. 
“As a result, our decisions and 
procedures can be kept m ore in 
line w ith the actual problem s of 
tenants 
and landlords,” 
B arton 
said. 
The 
consultant 
position 
was 
created last year at the direction 
of Congress to help landlords and 
tenants get their rights under rent 
control, 
B arton explained. 
This 
was done because some persons 
ow ning only a few rental proper­ 
ties w ere reluctant to apply for 
adjustm ents w hen they did not 
fully understand the steps to be 
taken. Even tenants shared this 
hesitancy to face the unknow n, 
B arton said. 
“Now 
the w ord has 
gotten 
around th at a m an at the rent 
office— m eaning our landlord-ten- 
ant consultant—w ill help unravel 
even th e m ost difficult ren t prob­ 
lem ,” the director added, “and an 
increasing 
num ber 
of 
persons 
phone or w rite in to say how m uch 
they 
appreciate 
the 
courteous 
help given by Sm ith.” 
For ten ants the consultant can 
provide 
service or 
inform ation 
w hen facing eviction, seeking res- 
storation of reduced services, ap ­ 
plying for ren t reductions or re ­ 
fund of overcharges, or planning 
to take court action on their own 
initiative in cases of overcharge or. 
other violations. 
On the landlord’s problem s, the 
consultant can help w hen the even­ 
er is seeking a ren t 
adjustm ent, 
inquiring about steps to be taken 
to gain possession of his rental 
unit, or planning changes in his 
property th at w ill justify either an 
increase in the m axim um rent or 
possible decontrol.
